automatically fired. To dismiss him, it must be shown that 
he isn't fulfilling the duties of his job properly. 

:-For-those- wondering why all the sudden noisé about 
changing the way in which the chief is appointed, you have 
to look no further than Deputy Chief James Jackson and 
the racism and prejudice that not even a federal court can 


—eliminate from the police department by-issuing an.order 


aimed at policing discrimination. 

In our All-America City, many folks still deem some posi- 
tions out of the range and abilities of blacks. Of course- 
when in-an-open process these folks are proven wrong, 
their next move is an under-the-table maneuver intended to 
keep this old myth intact. 

So, the folks who are afraid Deputy Chief Jackson will be 
another black to prove them wrong are contemplating a 
plan unheard of before. They think another method should 
be used to-appoint a police chief.

‘Good News For Bad Teachers 


With so many of those graduating from colleges in the 
teaching field being forced to leave Ohio for jobs else- 
where, replacing those teachers who take up Superintend- 
ent James G. Hyre's offer to quit will be easy. But don't hold 
your breath. r 

Hyre says teachers unsupportiveofthe Columbus Public 
Schools should take up their papers and walk. Accordingto 
the Superintendent, some teachers are encouraging par- 
ents to take their children out of the public schools in 
Columbus because the schools are not up to par. 

All of that prompted Helen Jenkins Davis,.a retired 
Columbus school teacher, to say many teachers in the 
system are living in the suburbs and don't have any interest 
in the city schools other than a paycheck. Mrs. Davis went 
on to say these “outside” teachers have little interest in 
improving the education of students in Columbus’ schools. 

She noted that these teachers send their children to 
schools other than Columbus’. And she, like Hyre,-would 
like to see them quit and take their negative attitude and 
destructive gripes-with them. 

Well, we think there are some great teachers in the 
Columbus schools, not all of them living in Columbus in 
fact. At the same time we think all teachers should work.

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Bringing M inority Businesses Into The Mainstream 


By Marshall B. Bass 


How_unfortunate it is that, 
when our nation falls into diffi- 
cutt-economic times, ‘it is a 
foregone conclusion that 
minorities pay the biggest 
penalty. 

Our, current economic _pic- 
ture may have social programs 
and similar measures toward 
the back of the line, but it does 
not have to mean a return to 
back-of-the-bus treatment. 

Apart from political rhetoric 
about the role of the private 
sector versus-the role of 
government, there are steps 
that private sector -- espeCially 
the business community -- can 
take to help bring minorities 
into the mainstream of US. 
economic life. 

Without either substantial 
financial investment or other 
burden, business can help 
eliminate the effects of discrim- 
ination on minorities in a way 
unlike any other segment of 


Our society. It is not so much ° 


what—business-must—begin 
doing as what it might stop 
doing that can make a differ- 
ence. Business can stop oper- 
ating apart from Black society. 

itis as much a matter of 
social change as it is economic 
change. Business organiza- 
tions can begin to build the 
perception within the minority 
community that it is approach- 
able. Outreach of this kind 
offers not aspecial opportunity 
for minorities, but an equaliza- 


tion_of opportunities for those— 


groups -outside—of-the-main- 
stream of U.S. economic life. 
One example of efforts busi- 
ness can make is through its 
dealings with minority suppli- 
ers. Unfortunately, business 
today comfortably remains 
mostly with traditional suppli- 
ers, more_tikely out of inertia 
than out of intentional efforts 
to discriminate: That built-in 


bias against change means 
those businesses run by 
blacks, women and other 
minorities seldom get the 
opportunity to bid for business 
to the extent that they should. 

it-is safe to say that,in.most 
companies, the status quo will 
remain,uniess there is' a firm 
resolve by top-managemenito 
change. The key to success, 
then, lies in overcoming the 


inertia. Part of it can be dis-~ 


pelled by the commitment of 
senior management. But this is 
not the total answer. An entire 
organization must understand 
why it is important and approp- 
riate to seek out business with 
minority suppliers when pur- 
chasing goods and services for 
acompany. It must be an effort 
that becomes part of the sys- 
tem within an organization. 
More than 13 years ago, an 
executive order establishing a 
national program for minority 
~business erterprise set forth

policy designed to pian and 
coordinate federal programs 
that contribute, to the streng- 
thening of minority business. 
Despite this national policy, 
impediments remain that 
create barriers for the minority 
supplier. . 

Not the least of those is the 
withdrawal of federal support 
to small businesses in the form 


of loans. This is a serious 
action because small business 
must have a financial base 
from which to operate 
successfully: - 

Many minority businesses — 
usually small businesses --lack 
capital. This factor alone keeps 
many minority suppliers out of 
America's business-main- 
stream. Without sufficient 
resources to carry inventory, 
or to finance productivity or 
quality improvements, minor- 
ity vendors lose out. They 
simply are not able to carry the 
inventory that would guaran- 
tee asteady flow of goods for a 
substantial period of time. In 
short, they do not have the 
financial muscle of their 
longer, more established 
competitors. 

There is also a persistent atti- 
tude that bigger is better, 
which often shuts out oprsi- 
tunities for the usually small, 


“minority supplier. 


Additionally, many minority 
suppliers do not have expe- 
rience in doing business with 
corporations. They may be 
unfamiliar with the procedures 
that must be followed to suc- 
cessfully bid on supplying 


.goods and services to major 


3nterprises. They may not 
know the kinds of products and 


. services a company needs. 


And, they may not have per- 
sonal. contact- with: those-in a 
compahy who purchase.goods 
and fet contracts for services. 
These barriers are peing 
overcome gradually, but much 
more must be done to speed 
the process. Companies are 
beginning, in varying degrees, 
efforts to institutionalize 


“minority businesses into the 


mainstream. Doing business 
with minority banking institu- 
tions or insurance firms are 
among the ways some large 
corporations-now-investtarge 
amounts of money with minor- 
ity- organizations for services 
they would purchase regard- 
less of the institution selected.” 
Not only is outreach of this 
caliber beneficial! for minority 
enterprises at no extra cost to 
busitess;it-serves to improve 
the business climate by 
increasing competition and 
enhancing the quality of goods 
and services provided. As a 
consqi ence, everyone wins. 
Difficult economic condi- 
tions have always cost minori- 
ties more than their share. Has 
not the time finally arrived to — 
even the score?

Ohio State University has 
commissioned Curtis R. Pat- 
terson, a sculptor from-Atlanta, 
to construct the Jesse Owens 
Memorial Sculpture which will 
be installed as the focal point 
of Jesse Owens Memorial! 
Plaza north of Ohio Stadium. 

A model of the proposed 
sculpture, “Celebration fora 
Champion,” was presented at 
the university's Board of Trus- 
tees meeting Feb. 4. Patterson 
was present to comment about 
the work. 


Patterson was selected to 


design and construct the his- 


toric memorial from a field of ~ 


17 sculptors of national and 
international stature. 

A committee spearheaded 
by Dr. William Griffith, head of 
campus planning and oigina- : 
torof the concept for the Jesse 
Owens Memorial Plaza, formu- 
lated the criteria forthe compe- 
tition and submitted 33 initial 
nominees for the project. 

The committee included Dr. 
Robert Stull, chairman, OSU’s 
Fine Arts Department; Dr-Bud 
Bishop, director, Columbus 
Museum of Art-and-OSU-arts 
professors, David Black and 
Gene Friley. 

Patterson, one of three final- 
ists, was the unanimous choice 
of the committee, Dr. Stull said. 

Preliminary to the tatent 
search, Dr. Stull and other 
members of the committee and 
OSU academic community 
had been in close touch with 
Owens’ widow, Mrs. Ruth 
Owens, who now resides in 
Phoenix, Ariz.
